without the slightest regard to party 
affiliations. 
Honesty is not a party 


matter, and the first men to atta>-k 
a si-oiiudrel of any party st:ou:d be the 
houest men of that pur:y. 


When in odice | a!wu\s 


upon the theory that there wuu!d be 
iio need of tuy opitoueuts raising the 
cry of "Turn t"ie rascals out.1" because 
1 would tura them out luyseif just as 
soon as by vigilant and intelligent in- 
dustry 1 could discover them. 
The 


present Senator Bristow. for instance, 
was in tbe postotnce department when 
information reached me which con- 
vinced me that there was extensive 
rascality beiusi practiced iu the depart- 
ment. This information came to me 
through the then nrst assistant post- 
master general. Mr. Wynne, an ad- 
mirable man. whose honesty I knew 
to be beyond proof. The active work 
of the investigation was done by an- 
other postot&ce official in whose hon- 
esty, courage and eueriry I had abso- 
lute confidence—the present Senator 
Bristow. 
When he got through I 


knew that all the rascals whose ras- 
cality could be detected were out of 
office and that all of them that had 
L-oiuuiltted acts which we could pro- 
ceed against as criminal were indicted 
or imprisoned. 


Treated All Alike. 


As we dealt with the crooked public 


official, so we dealt with the crooked 
private citizen; with the rich swindler 
in New York or Chicago as with the 
horse thief in Indian Territory. 
We 


never attacked a man because he was 
a man of one political faith or another, 
because he did or did not possess 
wealth, and we never shielded him 
t>ecause he was poor or rich, because 
be belonged to any particular church 
>r to any particular party. But I also 
wish you especially to remember that 
we never hesitated to shield him and 
stand up for him once we were con- 
vinced that he was improperly at- 
tacked. 


There IB no greater foe of honesty 


than the man who for any reason, in 
auy capacity, attacks or seeks to at- 
tack an honest man for a crime which 
le has not committed. Falsely accus- 
ng an honest man of dishonesty is an 
act which stands on the same level of 
nfamy with that of the dishonest man 
himself, and it is no higher duty to at- 
tack tbe dishonest man than it is to 
exonerate the houest man falsely ac- 
cused, and I should be ashamed to 
lesitate the fraction of a second long- 
er in one case than in the other. 


Remember that honesty cannot be 


unilateral. 
Oood citizens should cor- 


dially distrust the man who can never 
«ee dishonesty excepting in men of the 


lass he dislikes. 
The re<-kless agitator who invariably 


singles out men of wealth as fnrnish- 
ng the only examples of dishonesty 
and the equally unscrupulous—but no 
more unscrupulous—reactionary who 
-an see dishonesty only in a black- 
mailing politician or a crooked labor 
eader. both stand on the same plane 
>f obnosiousness. 


Not All Are Dishonest. 


You will never fri-i honesty from pol- 


iticians until you exact honesty from 
business men. On the other hand, yod 
brand yourselves as fools or as hypo- 
crites if you say that the corporation 
owner or the employer is always the 
dishonest man and the poor man never; 


woo c? the on^ baud will 
«.<.•! Iora:km if they got • olumce 
u th« other haiul will cheerfully. U 
the chance ocx-ar*. cell tn«uMvlr«M to 
that corporation acaiuet the InteraH* 
of the public. Their corruption 1* uo 
more due to the action of tbe corpora- 
tions thau the corruption of the corpo- 
rations U due l«* their actiou. aud eviL 
and not good. U doue by the uoue*t 
but uiisgtiiued man who would per- 
suade you that either fact U true. 


Our duty i* to war »vith e<jual stern- 


ness against the corrupt mau of great 
wealth and tbe small wall who makes 
• trade of corruption: our tight U 
against both the swindling corporation 
and th« bUcktuailiutf or bribe taking 
politician. 


We cannot afford to limit * cam- 


paign against corruption to those who 
happen to hare a certain social statua. 
We need laws which shall put the 
corporation out of business, so tmr m» 
coucerus corrupting the servants of the 
public and betrajuig the rights Of the 
public. 


1 believe that the great issue now 


before the people is the doing away 
with special priviKge in ail Its forms, 
doing away with the power of the Itist 
corijoratiou to control legislation iu its 
interests aud to interfere iu poliik-s 
iu order to s«vure privileges to whk-h 
it is not entitled, 
liut I regard the 


essential factor in this campaign as 
b«-ing an aroused civic conscience 
wi-ich will unsparingly condemn dis- 
honesty in every form aud in every 
man. 
high or low 


Reformer* Sometime* Wrortg. 


The reckless, 
would be reformer 


who. 
in speaking or writing, set-ks to 


persuade u-s that we need pay heed to 
corruption only when it shows itself 
In the rict» man is doiug as irreut a 
moral wn.i:g as the rich man whose 
low moral standard tends to lower the 
moral standard of the whole coui- 
uamfty. 


The people of this country will get 


justice from the corporations only if 
they both do justice to them and rig- 
idly exact it from them. Unless they 
do justice to rich men they put a 
premium 
UIK>U injustice and dishon- 


esty among rich men. 
Lt-; us hold 


them to the strictest accountability 
for any wrongdoing, bur let us insist 
upon honesty in our own ranks no 
less than theirs. Let us war on crook- 
edness of every kind In the man of 
suiul! means as well as the man of 
large means. Let us judge each man 
by his conduct and not by his social 
or financial condition. 


The Maid of Saragossa.

shaken. The citizens, shamed, rushed 
forward, reorcupied the battery, and 
the assault was beaton off. The giri 
received from the government a com- 
mission as sublieutenant of the artil- 
lery and a life pension. A few years 
later she was seen by an English trav- 
eler serving with her battery in An- 
dalusia. 
She was a handsome young 


woman of the lower class. She wore 
a blue artillery tuuii-. on tbe sleeve of 
which was a shield of honor.

century is the product of the three 
divinely 
ordained 
institutions, 
the 


home, the church and the state. 


The state is the institution of civil 


rights, and it is the function of the 
state to protect her elti/ens in the en- 
jcvment of their inalienable rights, 
among which are life, liberty and tho 
pursuit of happiness, and t o punish 
them in the violation of the princi- 
ples of equity and justice. The basic 
element of the state is the will of tfce 
people, therefore the iri!l of the people 
must be taken into account in all gov- 
ernment 


The church is the 
instit-ition of 


divine worship, and its function is to 
nreach the gospel of the kingdom to 
all the world in obedience to the com- 
mand of Christ. The church 
differs 


from the home and the state in that 
it is a voluntary institution. 


But the home is Kie institution of 


the affections and is the unit of hu- 
man society 
The family is the foun- 


dation of-all society whatsoever. Di«- 
troy the sacredness and purity of the 
home, and you destroy the fundamen- 
tal principle of our social life, but on 
the other hand preserve the home in 
all its sacredness and you preserve 
cur social structure, because the more 
than 15900,000 homes in our country 
are so many streams of 
influence 


pouring themselves cut into the great 
current nf our morai. our social and 
our political life, If the hom» life is 
pure then all is pure, but if the home 
liie is corrupt all will be corrupt, fcr 
the home is the center of ever\ thing, 
and from the proper or improper .set- 
tlement of ihe home problem depends 
more of prosperity or adversity, joy 
n sorrow, weal or woe. than all other 
things combined. 
iTnon being asked 


what he considered the greatest ne°d 
of France. Napoleon said "Mothers." 
Now while we do nor need mothers in 
o"r American life to prodrce a nation 
of warriors according to the Napoleon- 
ic idea, vet we do need mothers to do 
us the Apostle Paul has said 
"train 


their children up in the nntnre and 
admonition of the Lord." 
Upon his 


return tc his native land and educated 
Japanese said: "The greatest wonder 
of America is not her colleges ana 
higher institutions n' learning 
ami 


culture, but the greatest wonder of 
America is the American 
Christian 
home." 


So. my friends. I feel that it is im- 


possible for me to over-emphasize the 
influence and importance, thi sacred- 
ness and significance of this divine in 
Ftitntion without which it would 
ba 


impossible for us to have our Twen- 
ti.-th century civilization. 


We have already said that the home 


i.<= the unit of soc'ety and ve hasten 
to say that the welfare of all tociefy 
*-hatsoever depends upon the home, 
and the sacmSness in wnieh it is held. 
The welfare of the church and the 
state and the world at large J-^-ends 
upon the purity and sacrednej« 
in 


which the home is held. The hor»e 
either blesses or c-irses human societv. 
It either upl'fts or pulls down. It is

According to tbe primary meaning 


of the word the home is a place of 
isolation and seclusion.

from the outside world into a little 
fold of their own wnere dangers dare 
i'ot en>er. Oh what a beautiful image 
of home life is found in this definition. 
When one enters this sacred srot at 
the close of the day it should be to 
enjoy the benefits ot the home accord- 
ins to its primary r-iiriioee. All anxi- 
ety and care should be shut out, all 
buidens laid down and rest of body, 
mind and heart secured 
Certainly he 


who does this shall have his strength 
renewed and mount up on wings as 
eagles. Xow. since you cannot foster 
•Jiich seclusion, and srr.ce you cannot 
secure such rest of body and mind in 
a jcarding house, it follows that the 
boarding hou^e must he counted as 
an enemy of the

it is only 


when the af'i-ctions are nourished by 
the s«:clbsion and refuge of a place 
that we can have the ideal'home, ac- 
cording to the primary idea of the 
term. This is illustrated by the fact 
that evpry room in th^ house, every 
snot in the yard, every ft-nee, every 
tree in the old orchard from which 
vou have plucked the fruit as a bare- 
foot bey or sirl are surrounded by the 
tenderest memories • and

sacred associations of your life. 


This institution is the institution of 


the affection 
It is as the word family 


indicates a place of familiarity, but 
it is not the "familiarity that breeds 
contempt." but it is the familiariy of 
confidence and the forailiarit of faith. 
It is the place where we cast off all 
the coldness and tltc suspicion which 
we cany with «s in the world, and 
give expression to the deepest feeling 
of our hearts. It is ihe place where 
we pour out the pent'ip annoyHnres-of 
o».r uaturcs. It is as Robertson of 
Briehton has said, "The spt.t where 
expressions of tenderness g.ust out 
without any sensations of awkward- 
ness and without any fear of ridicule." 


Xow when we consider the import- 


ance and the influence of this institu- 
tion as it arises out of the necessity of 
our nature, we are not surprised that 
nun in the activity of life long so 
much for the rest o: home. "I am 
going home," shouts the f-ailor, as he 
is homeward hound over a rough sca. 
"I am going home," shouts the shop- 
man, 
as he locks the door and bars 


the window of his shop after a hard 
day's work. "I am going home."' cries 
the collegian, as he rushes o-it of the 
classroom across the college campts 
at thc close cf his last examination. 
"And," says the Chi rstisn. as he goes 
down into the dark valley 
of the 


shadows of death. "I am going to ni>- 
Kternal home." For as Edou was the 
archetype of home ?-o Heaven is the 
antitype for we are assured toy the 
Apostle Pau1 that if the earthlv hotis-i 
of this tabernacle were dissolved, we 
have an house, a barruing of God, not 
made with hands, et-rnal in the Meav- 
ens and Jesus Chritr has raid that in 
the Father's house are many man- 
sions. Heaven, thei;, is the home of 
the soul. 


The home is a school for the devel- 


opment uf Christian character, for the
